Frames will continue to be numbered con- 
secutively by pass; however, when the mono- 
mode is operated, there will be an unbalanced 
number of frames for the forward versus 
the aft camera. 

The stellar-index camera will operate only 
when the forward panoramic camera Operates, 
either in stereo or mono-mode. 
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
